The sen- 
ate finance committee in resolving to terminate the hear- 
ings on Tuesday next, is merely adopting tactics that Avill 
expedite action in response to plainly-indicated desire 
iipon the part of the people. The tariff' issue is infinite in 
its possibilities in a speccli-makng way. and we are quite 
icertain the country has no desire to listen to further 
\veeks of tariff argument. It wants action.

Washington, May 22.—Vice President 


Marshall and Beveral members of 
the 


cabinet yesterday said, regarding 
the 


adequate rental a public official in Wash- 
ington 
should pay, that 
ostentation 


should be eliminated nnd that $2,000 a 
year was a fnir price for a home. Vice 
President Marshall, who intends while in 
Washington to live on his salary, de- 
clared that -91,800 a year was his idea uf 
the maximum that should be expended 
for an unfurnished house. Secretary of 
State Bryan, on whom falls the brunt of 
the entertaining, is already paying 54,000 
a year for his home here. 


"My view of the matter," said the vice 


president, "is that personally I do not de- 
sire to be regarded as criticising another 
man who may spend more for his living 
expenses than I do, but I am determined 
that I will live^n my salary while I am 
in this city. During the special session 
Mrs. Marshall and myself hare been 
searching for a home suitable to our pur- 
poses and renting for a sum within our 
means. 


"This is the way I have always lived 


and 
always 
shall live. If I were a 


wealthy man my tastes would 
not 


change. It is not a criticism in any sense 
of the man who would spend more for 
his home; it is the gratification of the 
desires of my family and myself." 


The vice president said that he had 


not so far been able to find a home in 
Washington which would meet his ap- 
proval and which rented for the gum he 
has set as his limit. 


"However," he concluded, "I have not 


given up hope. It seems to me that I 
should be able to find what I want if I 
continue the search long enough."

Japan Miffed at Washing- 


ton's Failure to Promise 


Redress. 


CABINET STUDIES IT 


Tokio. May 22.—The reply of the Unit- 


ed States government to the Japanese 
protest in regard to the California alien 
land 
ownership legislation, in saying 


that it do«« not involve any violation 
of the treaty between the United State* 
and Japan, has caused great disappoint- 
ment in official and other circles here. 


The Japanese foreign office considers 


it unsatisfactory, as it does not men- 
tion any intention on the part of the 
government at Washington to take of- 
ficial steps to nullify the act passed by 
the California legislature. 


The Japanese foreign minister is urg- 


ing upon Ambassador Chinda at Wash- 
ington the necessity of pressing the 
Japanese interpretation of the Ameri- 
can-Japanese treaty. 


Secretary Bryan's proposal to refer 


the question to a referendum in the 
state of California is not received with 
favor here, «• the result is considered 
doubtful. 


CABINET COHSIDERS HOTE. 


Finds Bnt Single Gronnd for Attack on 


Its Contentions. 


• Washington, May 22.—The oasis of ths 
statao department's contention that the 
Californian alien lanfl act does not in 
terms violate the treaty of 1911 was a 
careful scrutiny by all the lawyers of the 
cabinet of the language of the law and 
the treaty. 


Save upon the single point that in de- 


priving Japanese in California of tho 
right of inheritance to real estate, they 
concluded' there was no ground for com- 
plaint. 


And in view of the expressed declara- 


tion in the Webb law thatsit was not 
to be construed as abrogating any treaty 
provision, which thereby appeared 
to 


insure the Japanese against unlawful 
escheatmcnt of their property, it was 
felt that the national government could 
do nothing less than admit that the 
framers of the Webb act seemed to hav« 
succeeded in their purpose to make it 
proof against attacks in the courts. 


Officials gather from the Tokio dig- 


patches thnt the negotiations are drift- 
ing into the stage of pure disputation, 
where the international lawyers on both 
sides will have ample opportunity to ex- 
ercise their full resources in determining 
the enact relation between the California 
law and the treaty of 1911. 
Some ex- 


pect that the result will be an invoca- 
tion by the Japanese government of the 
right of arbitration .-guaranteed by the 
special treaty of 1!)08.

HOW IT BOILS DOWN

Washington, May 22.—All tits kicks 


against the 
reclamation 
service have 


been heard. For two Slid a half weeks 
Secretary of Interior Franklin K. Ijino 
has been listening to them. Everybody 
was invited who- had anything on his 
mind to come and tell it or to semi 
somebody to tell it for him. They came. 
They filled the big oflice of tho interior 
department to suffocation. 
They have 


been talking steadily now for more than 
two 
weeks. 
Everybody 
talked. 
The 


secretary merely acted as moderator at 
this open forum for kickers. 


Heads of water 
users • associations, 


paid attorneys 
for 
kickers, senators 


with grudges and authors of calamitous 
charges, members of congress, 'ollicials 
of the reclamation service—everybody 
was -there to take a hand, aftj they 
did. 


Now it all boils down to this. An 


appropriation of large dimensions is de- 
sired at the hands of congress to com- 
plete projected irrigation works 
rmoro 


speedily. 


A second appropriation 
is asked at 


the hands of congress to investigate 
what has 
already 
been investigated 


many and oft, and fina!l3T to determine 
•whether or not there has been a serious 
waste of funds in connection with the 
construction of the Salt river (reservoir 
dam) 
project in Arizona. 
It wjll coat 


about a hundred thousand do) lira to 
decide whether 
there 
has been any 


waste. 


A suit is asked between the state of 


Colorado and .the United States to de- 
termine the rights of the state and 
Hie federal government in tho waters 
of streams originating in that state and 
Mowing into New Meiico. 


This is the upshot of what at first 


looked like a general indictment of the 
whole project of government irrigation 
and a trial for its very life. 


The hearings have brought 'out a few 


other facts. 
For example, thnt m;itiy 


settlers Sn these government, irrigation 
projects have encountered hardships ow- 
ing to the circumstance that they ar- 
rived on the ground before water was 
ready and were permitted to take up 
claims on the 
desert 
months 
before 


water could be furnished, thus using up 
their 
preliminary capital. 
Other set- 


tler* have encountered 
hardship owing 


to thn fact that they have undertaken 
to become 
settlers withouC adequate 


capital. Some capital is absolutely nec- 
essary and without a couple of thou- 
sand dollars hardship is inevitable. Still 
other settle™ havo fallen a prey to 
money'lenders and have been forced hy 
their needs to borrow inonry at high 
rates of interest and havii l»-«n threat- 
ened with foreclosure on the results of 
their early labors. In some of the proj- 
ects the settlers have encountered -just 
plain hard luck, duo to unseasonable 
weather, bad crops, severe storms and 
other things which have left them nt 
the season's cud without money" to 
make payments on their lands or to buy 
necessities. 
These settlers 
have 
ap- 


pealed 'to the government for assistance 
and think they ought to have their fu- 
ture payments remitted or that the 
government should land them money at 
low rates of 'interest. 
Neither the de- 


partment nor congress, however, serious- 
ly entertains this proposition. 


Another cause- for hardship is found 


in freight rates. 
Aftor thu settler bus 


rained potatoes, for 
example, he fiuds 


them rotting un his humla bccuuae it 
costs 
more 
than 
they are worth, to 


transport them to the ueuraul market. 
in Home caues evidence wus presented 
to show that mistakes had been made 
by th«' engineers of the reclamation 
service ill wtiuuitiug cost or otherwise 
in planning lor thu reclamation proj- 
ects. 
In uefcuse it ib argued by the 


reclamation service that they were do- 
ing a pioneer 'job and that it would ha 
impossible to spend $100,000,000 in thU 
way without milking incidental mis- 
takes. They call attention also to the 
fact that they have faced a steadily ris- 
ing market in.labor and materials. No- 
body has charged that the service has 
become the victim of either dishonesty, 
graft or political favoritism. 


Finally, and most significant, is the 


conclusion of James J. Hill, represent- 
ing the principal critics of the service, 
that BO one must for a moment con-, 
sider abandoning or curtailing the re- 
clamation work, but, on the. contrary, 
it must be enlarged and carried on more 
rapidly. 
Mr. Hill figures that the work 


has justified itself cm economic grounds 
and presented figures 'at the hearing 
which show that there is a great profit 
to the country, to the railroads and to 
the homemaker in the 'spending of this 
great sum of money to reclaim arid 
lands. 
Speaking of irrigation as ap- 


plied to dry fanning lands In 'Montana, 
Mr. Hill said that such land worth $18 
an acre yielded to the. farmer raising 
wheat upon 'it a profit of $3.25 an acre 
above his labor costs. The government 
irrigation service, at a cost of $7,fi4A,- 
125, waters 219,557 acres, which is an 
average construction charge of $34 an 
acre. 
After the water is on it, Mr. 


Hill figures the Isml will yield to the 
farmer $12.50 an sere. This'land. then, 
cost $34.plus $1S, or $52 an acre, nnd 
becomes worth .$7fi an acre; a profit of 
at 'leaet $20 an acre. 
From Mr. Hill's 


railway point of view, a project like 
this increases the productivity of that 
^acreage Ifi bushels a year, which in- 
creases his road's freight 
charge on 


wheat, from that section to Minneapolis 
or Dnluth on the basis of Ifi rents a 
bushel, so that his revenue is $404.000 
annually more thnn it. was, which is 
more, than 7 per rent, on the engineer's 
estimate for the work.
